M. Dupuy, to find a more toleranflnan 
in his successor. This is the only- ex- 
planation of the voting, resulting in 
the downfall of the cabinet. The sup- 
porters of the government only num- 
bered 173, recruited for the most part 
from the ranks of the moderateNRadi- 
cals. 


Many deputies agree that the Drey- 


fus affair is largely responsible for the 
cabinet. 
All the Royalists and many 


Radicals demand that their share of 
the responsibility 
must 
he brought 


home to General De Boisdeffre and 
General Mercier. 
At the same time 


those taking this view'.have been all 
Along persuaded that M. Dupuy would 
never proceed to that extreme. 
Ac- 


cordingly they seized upon M. Vail- 
lant's interpellation as a means of ex- 
pressing their defiance and distrust of 
the Dupuy ministry. 


Certainly there is no denying the 


fact that the question of the final set- 
tlement of Dreyfus case has acted like 
a dead weight on the situation, and 
will prove a great obstacle in the set- 
tlement of the crisis. 


The fall of the cabinet was probably 


as little of surprise to M. Dupuy him- 
self as to parliament or the country, 
though it is said, he" looked rather for a 
presidential crisis and 
had 
an eye 


upon the presidency for himself. 
The 


crisis has come, however, rather soon- 
er than he expected. People were 'be- 
coming tired of M. Dupuy's shifty and 
opportunist policy; and he is blamed, 
first, for not preventing

Lioubet demonstration at Auteil, which 
is said he might have easily done; sec- 
ond, 
for-overdoing the military^ prepa- 


rations Sunday at Lohgchamp, as if to 
show that M. Lcubet -''dared not show 
himself in public without an army to 
protect. 
Dupuy's ideas was probably 


the same in both cases—to discredit 
the president in the eyes of the nation. 


Another causs of dissatisfaction is 


his failure to order' the immediate 
prosecution of General Mercier. 
But 


the last straw was the overbearing 
conduct cf the police, which greatly 
annoyed the Socialists.

DEFENDED TRUSTS. 


Witness Claims They Are Necessary to 


Do" the Business of the World. 


Washington, June 13.—Before 
the 


industrial commission, Mr. G. Waldo 
Smith of New York, president of the 
Wholesale Grocers' association, was 
examined in connection with the in- 
vestigation of trusts, 


Mr. Smith detailed the particulars 


of the organization of the Grocers' as- 
sociation, which occurred in 18S8. He 
said previous to this combination the 
wholesale grocers were selling many 
articles at cost price, including sugar, 
baking powder and soap and other 
articles of a uniform quality. 
There 


was especial reason to complain of the 
price of sugar, he declared, and the 
wholesalers had given particular at- 
tention to securing co-operation with 
the sugar refiners, so as to insure a 
Blight profit. 


As for combinations of capital, they 


werei necessary to do the business of 
the world, and when any of them 
should reach , a point at wliieh they 
were making excessive profits, compe- 
tition would 
spring up, 
and 
thus 


furnish an antidote for the only possi- 
ble evil that might arise from them, 
he knew that the combination of the 
sugar refineries had resulted in a reac- 
tion of price, and it was also a fact 
that he was now able to buy threes or 
four gallons of oil with the profit 
he 


formerly made on one gallon. 
Hence 


he argued that 
such 
combinations 


were in the interest of the consumer.
